Basic concepts of an agree­ 
ment calling for voluntary re 
auction of pumping from the 
West Basin were presented In 
a report by Raymond A. Hill 
consulting engineer of the En 
glneerlng Subcommittee, to the 
Goodcell Committee last week.

The Goodcell committee, 'un 
der the chairmanship of Rex 
Goodcell Jr., Is working on a
settlement to be proposed to 
parties to the West Basin lltl 
gallon.

Hill's report calls for a vol­ 
untary reduction of pumping 
from the basin and includes 
an arrangement whereby the 
right to pump from the basin 
may be bargained for unde" 
a . water pool system. .

Producers having access to 
Metropolitan water would of­ 
fer to release to the pool, a 
portion of their pumping right* 
and other producers not hav­ 
ing access to Metropolitan wa- 
"V oould bid for the rights so

Ifered. The agreement would
